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PREFACE. 


The  following  Obfervations  on  the  Medicine 
Adt,  and  Hiftory  of  the  Tranfabtions  of  the 
Committee,  were  originally  publifhed  in  the 
Tenth  Volume  of  the  Medical  Journal*  in  the 
form  of  a Letter,  addreffed  to  one  of  its  truly 
refpedtable  Editors,  Doctor  Bradley  ; but, 
contrary  to  my  firft  intention  of  comprefling 
it  into  a compafs  fmall  enough  for  infertion 
in  one  Number,  I fotind  it  neceflary  to  extend 
it  to  a greater  length,  and  divide  it  into  three 
parts  ; therefore,  as  tliofe  who  were  defirous 
of  poheffing  it,  could  not  obtain  their  with 
without  being  at  the  Expence  of  purchafing 
three  Numbers  of  the  Journal  at  half-a-crown 
each ; feveral  of  my  friends  fuggelled  to  me 
that  a re-publication  of  it  in  one  pamphlet 
would  be  an  acceptable  fervicc  to  the  pub- 
lic ;

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lie ; but,  as  I was  not  fo  conceited  as  to 
imagine  my  own  lucubrations  fufticiently  im- 
portant to  fatisfy  the  expectations  of  thofe  to 
whom  information  is  really  neceflary,  I have* 
in  order  to  render  the  work  dill  more  ufeful, 
fubjoined,  what  may  be  termed  the  EJfence  of 
the  Act  itfelf,  and  its  amendments,  in  an  Ab- 
liradt  of  all  the  claufes  of  both  Acts,  w herein 
the  Adt  of  1803,  is  not  given  as  a fequel  to 
that  of  1802,  but  the  claufes  interwoven  and 
confolidated  with  thofe  in  the  Act  of  1802, 
to  which  they  refer.

And  as  the  Schedule  is  part  of  the  Act 
itfelf,  fo,  conceiving  that  the  W'ork  would,  in 
fome  meafure,  be  incomplete  without  it,  I 
have,  in  a copious  and  carefully  arranged 
Schedule,  faithfully  enumerated  every  article 
inferted  in  the  Schedules  of  both  Acts  of  Par- 
liament, wherein  are  clearly  and  diftinctly 
Ihewn  all  the  articles  in  each,  now  liable  to 
the  medicine  duty ; all  thofe  which  were 
made  liable  by  the  former  Adt  of  1802,  but 
are  now  exempt;  and  thofe  which,  though 
omitted  in  the  Schedule  of  1803,  may,  under 
certain  circumitanccs,  be  liable  to  the  tax. 

This,  it  is  conceived,  may  not  only  afford 
material  information  to  Druggilts ; Apothe- 
caries, 
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caries,  who  keep  fliops  for  retail  practice; 
country  dealers,  many  of  whom  embark 
largely  in  the  drug  trade,  and  alio  merchants 
who  export  drugs  to  foreign  parts,  but  may 
alfo  be  found  of  fome  ufe  to  Magiftrates, 
before  whom  informations  may  be  brought 
under  the  Medicine  Aft,  as  pointing  out, 
as  far  my  judgment  enables  me,  every 
circumftance  wherein  conviction  fliould  or 
fhould  not  follow.  If,  as  we  are  all  liable 
to  error,  (and  efpecially,  in  cafes  where  a 
writer,  ignorant  of  law,  prefumes  to  difeufs  a 
subjeft  connected  with  the  law  of  the  land), 
any  errors  may  be  found,  all  fuch  as  may  be 
pointed  out,  fliall  be  thankfully  acknow- 
ledged and  carefully  correfted  in  a future 
edition,  provided  the  demand  for  the  pre- 
fent  work  lhould  fliew  it  to  be  of  fufficient 
importance  to  the  public  to  make  a future 
edition  necellary.  •

PROCEEDINGS  of  the  COMMITTEE 

ON  THE 

NEW  MEDICINE  ACT.  ‘ 


To  Dr.  BRADLEY. 

Sir, 

It  is  now  exaftly  a twelvemonth  ago,  fince  I took 
the  liberty  of  trefpalTing  on  the  patience  of  the 
Readers  of  the  Medical  and  Phyfical  Journal,  by 
troubling  you  with  fome  Obfervations  on  the  fub- 
ftance  and  tendency  of  a new  aft  of  parliament, 
known  by  the  name  of  the  Medicine  Act,  which, 
as  it  then  ftood,  tended  greatly  to  embarrass  thofe 
Gentlemen  of  the  Medical  profeflion  who  are  prac- 
titioners in  Pharmacy,  and  more  particularly  thofe 
who  from  their  fituation  and  circumftances,  find  their 
account  in  keeping  Ihops  for  felling  medicines  by  re- 
tail. 

Very  foon  after  the  publication  of  my  letter  to 
you,  in  No.  42,  of  the  Medical  and  Phyfical  Jour- 
nal,* I had  the  fatisfaftion  to  find,  that  the  obferva- 
tions

tions  and  cautions  contained  therein,  not  only  an- 
fwered  the  purpofe  of  putting  my  brethren  of  the 
pharmaceutical  profeffion  on  their  guard  againft  the 
fwarms  of  informers,  who,  if  no  notice  had  been 
taken  of  the  probable  confequences  of  the  act  in  its 
then  ftate,  would  have  dealt  deftruftion  very  exten- 
fively  around,  but  have  allb  had  their  ffiare  in  being 
the  means  of  bringing  about  a very  important  and 
falutary  reformation  of  the  act  itfelf. 

Not  many  days  after  that  letter  had  made  its  ap- 
pearance in  public,  I was  waited  on  by  a gentleman 
from  the  Stamp  Office,  who  informed  me  that  I had 
it  in  my  power  to  render  an  effential  fervice  to  thofe 
who  were  about  to  be  employed  in  a revifal  of  the 
fchedule  of  the  Medicine  Aft,  by  giving  my  affift- 
ance  in  pointing  out  fuch  articles  as  had  been  im- 
properly introduced  into  it. 

I attended  this  gentleman  Jit  his  chambers  in  the 
Temple,  at  an  appointed  hour ; and  we  had  along 
converlation  on  fuch  claufes  of  the  aft  as  bore  moil 
heavily  on  the  medical  praftitioner  -3  at  the  con- 
clufion  of  our  conference,  he  put  a fchedule  into  my 
hands,  requefting  me  to  take  it  home,  and  ftrike 
my  pen  through  the  names  of  thofe  articles  which  I 
was  of  opinion  ought  not  to  have  been  inferted. 

In  complying  with  this  requeft,  1 did  not  content 
myfelf  with  merely  ftriking  my  pen  through  the 
names  of  the  exceptionable  articles,  but  fubjoined 
my  reafon  to  each,  why  I thought  it  ought  not  to 
Hand ; confining  myfelf,  (with  the  exception  ol  two 
or  three  things)  to  the  articles  of  the  Pharmacopoeia, 
and  not  meddling  with  many  others  which  apper- 
tained 
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tained  to  the  province  of  the  perfumer  and  confec- 
tioner. 

The  alarm  excited  by  the  provifions  of  the  aft, 
and  the  infertion  in  the  Schedule  of  fuch  names  as 
Spanijh  juice , refined,  liquorice , arrow  root , Turkey 
rloubarb , and  many  other  things  Equally  undeferving 
a place  therein,  foon  arrefted  the  attention  of  the 
druggifts  of  London  meetings  were  held,  com- 
mittees were  formed,  and,  as  the  firft  ftep,  a Me- 
morial to  the  Lords  of  the  Treafury  was  drawn  up, 
praying  a fufpenfion  of  fuch  profecutions  as  might 
be  brought  under  this  new  aft,  for  the  difpenfing  of 
medicines  not  properly  coming  within  the  meaning 
of  the  aft,  but  which  were  included  in  the  fche- 
dule. 


Various  communications  were  in  the  mean  time 

* I ; 

received  by  the  Committee  from  different  parts  of 
the  kingdom,  on  the  uncertain  ftate  into  which  tire 
dealers  in  medicine  were  thrown  by  the  operation  of 
the  Medicine  Aft ; and  the  London  Committee  were 
looked  up  to  by  the  affociations  formed  in  different 
parts  of  the  kingdom,  as  the  medium  through  which 
an  amelioration  of  the  aft,  and  of  their  fituation  in 
confequence  of  the  aft,  was  to  be  hoped  for. 

The  Memorial  was  laid  before  Mr.  Vanfittart, 
who  molt  readily  and  obligingly  appointed  a day  at 
the  Treafury  for  an  interview  5 and  at  the  appointed 
time,  a deputation  of  four  members  of  the  Com- 
mittee waited  on  him,  and  had  a conference  with 


him  of  above  two  hours,  during  which  time  various

points  in  difpute  Were  fully  entered  into. 

The  hardfhips  to  which!  all  who  dealt  in  any  of 
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the  articles  fet  forth  in  the  fchedule,  were  expofed  to 
from  the  inroads  and  perjuries  of  common  informers 
were  particularly  dwelt  on.  Feeling  the  force  of 
this  obfervation,  Mr.  V.  replied,  that  it  ffiould  be 
propofed  to  Parliament,  that  in  future,  all  informa- 
tions under  the  Medicine  Aft  fhould  be  profecuted 
by  the  Commiffioners  of  the  Stamp  Office,  who 
would  not  encourage  any  vexatious  fuit,  or  endea- 
vour to  ftrain  the  aft  beyond  its  juft  or  fair  limits. 

We  reprefented  to  him  the  great  difproportion  of 
the  penalty  to  the  offence,  and  inftanced  the  poffi- 
bility  of  a ffiopkeeper  being  profecuted  to  conviction 
in  the  fum  of  one  hundred  pounds,  befides  cofis  oj 
Juit,  for  the  unintentional  fraud  againft  the  revenue 
of  one  j lilting  * and  at  the  fame  time,  adverted  to 
thofe  articles  in  the  fchedule  which  could  not  by 
any  means  be  conftrued  into  noftrums,  or  any  v*  2} 
proper  to  be  included  in  the  fchedule. 

It  was  alfo  urged,  that  the  allowing  fix  months  to 
the  informer  to  bring  his  aftion,  was  giving  him  too 
great  a latitude  for  committing  his  depredations ; as 
total  ruin  might  enfue  to  a perfon  who  might  unin- 
tentionally and  unknowingly  continue  the  fale  of  a 
ftampable  article,  contrary  to  the  ftatute,  in  all  that 

time  ; 


* Common  Spanish  juice,  as  may  be  remembered,  was  among 
the  articles  of  the  late  schedule,  A retail  apothecary,  or  grocer, 
selling  eight  separate  pennyworths  of  Spanish  juice  therefore, 
without  affixing  a three-halfpenny  stamp  on  each,  was  liable  t<> 
a penalty  of  ten  pounds  for  each  parcel ; and  if  unlieenced, 
twenty  pounds  more,  the  penalty  for  selling  without  a Medicine 
Licence  !

time;  and  that  we  conceived,  if  the  law  Ihould  enad 
that  the  prolecution  Ihould  be  brought  within  one 
month,  the  ends  of  juftice  would  be  fully  anfwered. 
To  theie,  and  other  proportions,  Mr.  Vanfittart  at- 
tended with  much  attention  and  patience,  but  gave 
no  fpccific  aniwer  5 only  took  notes  of  them  and 
promifed  that  a bill  for  amending  the  a6t  Ihould  'be 
brought  into  the  Houfe  of  Commons  with  a new 
fchedule,  free  of  the  objectionable  articles,  which 
fhould  be  printed,  and  fent  to  the  Committee,  and 
time  allowed  for  confideration.

It  certainly  was  never  the  intention  of  the  Legifla- 
ture  to  harrafs  or  throw  any  difficulties  in  the  way  of 
the  regular  medical  practitioner ; and  this  iboth  Mr. 
Vanfittart  and  the  Commiffioners  of  Stamps  affured 
us;  and  it  now  appears  evident,  that  fuch  a fchedule 
would  never  have  paffed  the  houfe,  but  in  the 
“ mob*  of  bills  that  preffed  on  the  confideration  of  the 
lafi  parliament , and  when  it  was  in  its  lafi  agonies .” 
The  Commiffioners  indeed,  did  every  thing  that 
men  could  do  ; and  ilfued  inftruCtions  to  thofe  who 
are  employed  by  the  Stamp  Office  to  enforce  the 
obfervation  of  the  laws,  not  to  lay  informations  or 
profecute  on  account  of  any  articles  in  the  fchedule, 
which  were  now  found  to  be , improperly  placed 
therein. 

Pending  thefe  tranfa&ions,  I had  enough  to  do  to 
read  all  the  letters  I received  from  every  quarter, 
fome  much  to  the  purpole,  and  others  very  filly, 

particularly

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particularly  three  or  four  anonymous  ones,  which  I 
believe  came  from  fome  of  that  defcription  whofe 
harveft  was  fpoiled  by  the  timely  developcment  of 
impending  mifchief ; and  I am  the  more  inclined  to 
be  of  this  opinion,  from  the  publication,  juft  about 
the  time,  of  a moft  infidious  advertifement,  which 
appeared  in  all  the  newfpapers,  dating  that,  “ Re- 
gular apothecaries,  chemifts  and  druggifts  had  no- 
thing to  dread,  the  legislature  having  paid  particular 
attention  to  their  Situation,  and  made  a clear  diftinc- 
tion  between  them  and  the  dealers  in  quack  medi- 
cines.” 

To  this  curious  affertion  was  fubjoined  the  fourth 
and  fifth  fedtions  of  the  a£t ; and  by  this  advertise- 
ment, which  many  looked  on  as  genuine  authority 
from  the  Stamp  Office,  numbers  of  people  were 
lulled  into  a fecurity,  and  fold,  without  fcruple.  Stamp- 
able articles,  without  Stamps  or  licence.  The  fallacy 
of  this  publication  I took  on  me  to  expofe,  at  a Ge- 
neral Meeting  of  the  ChemiSts,  &c.  &c.  held  at  the 
Crown  and  Anchor,  October  1 2,  Shewing  that  it  had 
neither  head  nor  tail ; the  advertifement  was  not 
dated  from  the  Stamp  Office,  nor  authenticated  by 
the  fignature  of  Mr.  Beresford,  Secretary  to  the 
Commiffioners,  as  it  would  have  been,  if  genuine. 

But,  an  event  foon  happened,  which  Shewed,  that 
the  fears  I had  expreSTed,  and  the  cautions  I had 
given,  were  not  in  vain  ; and  that  the  anonymous 

J 

authors  of  private  letters  and  of  public  advertife- 
ments,  tending  to  mislead,  were  equally  naiftaken. 

Although  the  Commissioners  of  Stamps,  much  to 
their  honour,  did  their  beft  to  prevent  the  profe- 


cution. 
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cution  of  individuals  for  the  file  of  what  I term 
innocent  articles,  this  did  not  prevent  opposition 
coaches  from  being  ftarted ; and  thofe  informers, 
not  concerned  with  the  Stamp  Office,  faw  no  reafon 
why  they  might  not  run  their  machines,  for  a lhort 
time  at  leaffi 

On  a certain  day,  notice  was  given  to  fome  of  the 
Members  of  the  Committee,  that  feveral  informa- 
tions under  the  New  Medicine  Aft  were  to  be  tried 
before  the  Lord  Mayor  (Sir  John  Earner),  and  that 
it  reported,  in  cafe  of  conviftions  upon  thefe  in- 
formations, the  penalties  would  not  amount  to  lefs 
than  from  four  to  five  hundred  pounds. 

None  of  thefe  were  laid  by  any  of  the  people 
connefted  with  the  Stamp  Office ; this  was  a f‘  fepa- 
rate  concern.” 

Some  four  or  five  members  of  the  Committee 
made  it  their  bufinefs  to  attend  at  the  appointed  time. 
The  period  being  arrived,  in  waddled  a bloated  figure, 
the  informer’s  affidavit  man,  bending  under  a huge 
wallet  as  large  as  the  bag  of  a Jew  old-clothes-man. 
Huffed  with  various  articles  purchased  from  unwary 
dealers,  each  article  carefully  marked  and  labelled 
with  the  name  of  the  offender,  date,  place,  and 
every  other  circumftance ; and  from  the  bulk  of  the 
wallet,  we  were  inclined  to  think,  report  for  once 
might  fpeak  truth  as  to  the  number  of  informations 
to  be  laid. 

The  firft  article  produced  was  one  ounce  of  re- 
fined liquorice,  wrapped  in  brown  paper,  fold  by  a 
grocer  in  Iloundfditch. 

The  majority  of  thofe  who  were  fummoned  to  ap- 
pear 
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pear,  were  grocers  and  confectioners,  there  were 
alfo  one  or  two  widows  of  apothecaries,  who,  to 
preferve  life  and  foul,  ftruggled  to  keep  together  the 
bufinefs  of  their  deceafed  hufbands  until  a purchafer 
could  be  found.  There  were  no  apothecaries  nor 
druggifts  fummoned  for  informers  always  attack  the 
molt  vulnerable,  that  is,  thofe  who  are  moll  likely 
to  be  ignorant  of  the  law,  and  leaft  likely  to  contend 
with  them. 

Where  fo  produftive  a harveft  was  expected,  in 
cafe  of  conviftion  on  fuch  a multitudinous  budget  of 
qui  tarn  informations,  the  informer  could  eafily  afford 
the  expence  of  employing  counfel.  An  eminent 
barrifter  urged  the  fuit,  on  behalf  of  the  plaintiff. 
On  the  part  of  the  defendant,  - Mr.  Eftcourt,  the 
Solicitor  of  the  Stamp  Office,  attended.  We  now 
faw,  for  the  firft  time,  an  officer  of  the  crown  in  a 
new  and  perhaps  unprecedented  fituation ; not  Hand- 
ing by  to  fee  that  the  law  was  enforced  upon  the 
offenders  :ga:nft  a revenue  aft,  but  as  the  advocate 
for  thofe  who  had  infringed  it.  His  pleadings  how- 
ever were  not  direfted  to  overturn  the  arguments  of 
the  learned  counfel  ■,  thele  were  unanfwerable ; but 
rather,  to  aft  as  a mediator,  and  take  off  the  blame 
from  tire  defendant,  whom  he  reprefented  as  having 
afted  under  the  fanftion  of  the  Commiffioners  of  the 
Stamps,  who  had  informed  a perfon  deputed  by  the 
confeftioners,  that  no  profecutions  would  be  brought 
againft  perfons  felling  fuch  and  fuch  articles,  not  be- 
ing medicines,  although  fpecified  in  the  fchedule. 
The  learned  counfel  contended,  and  juftlv,  that  it 
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was  no  matter  to  him  in  refpeCl  of  his  client,  whether 
the  law  was  a good  one,  or  founded  in  error  ; it  was 
fufficient  fuch  a law  exifted,  and  no  legal  power,  not 
even  the  Lords  of  the  Treafury  themfelves,  could  fet 
afide  an  adt  of  parliament. 

I cannot  fee  on  what  ground  the  Lord  Mayor 
could  pofiibly  have  avoided  convicting  the  defendant, 
but  for  an  accidental  circumftance.  One  of  the  in- 
formations lay  on  the  table,  which  Mr.  Complin  of 
Bifhopfgate  Street,  who  fat  next  to  me,  was  reading, 
while  I looked  over  his  fhoulder;  I obferved,  that  in 
one  part  of  it,  certain  very  material  words,  essential 
to  conftitute  the  validity  of  the  information,  had  been 
omitted. 

Whatever  certainty  is  required  in  an  indictment* 
the  fame  is  necelfary  in  a qui  tarn  information  ;*  and 
confequently,  as  all  the  material  parts  of  the  crime 
muft  be  precil'ely  found  in  one,  fa  muft  they  pre- 
cil'ely  be  alleged  in  the  other.  The  information  only 
ftated  that  A.  B.  had  fold  one  ounce  of  refined  li- 
quorice, contrary  to  the  aCt ; but,  the  material  al- 
legation, or  averment,  namely,  its  <c  being  a medicine 
vfed  for  ihe  prevention , curet  or  relief  of  a certain 
dijeafey  ailment , complaint , CCV.  & c.  incidental  to  the 
human  body was  totally  omitted.  I communicated 
this  difcovery  to  Mr.  Newman,  f who  agreed  with  me 
that  it  was  fatal ; and  imtnediately  fhewed  the  Lord 
Mayor  that  the  bufinefs  was  at  an  end ; the  informa- 
tion was  of  courfe  quafhed ; and  as  all  thefe  fum- 
rfuh-wfnl  f c monfss 
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monfes  and  informations  were  alike  deficient  in  not 
having  thofe  material  woids  of  the  aft,  every  one  of 
the  other  informations  fell  to  the  ground. 

It  was  a fortunate  circumflance  that  thefc  informa- 
tions were  laid,  as  it  afforded  to  the  Commiffioners 
of  the  Stamps  additional  and  ftriking  proof  of  the 
mifehiefs,  that,  to  an  incalculable  extent,  might  be- 
fal  innocent  people  from  the  introduction  into  the 
fchedule  of  fo  many  articles  which  had  no  right  to  a 
place  there  ; nor  would  it  have  been  very  difficult  to 
prove,  what  I,  at  a very  early  period  of  the  bufi- 
nefs  told  them  would  be  the  cafe,  and  what  I can  de- 
clare to  my  own  certain  knowledge  has  happened, 
that  many  refpeftable  apothecaries,  who  kept  retail 
ffiops,  have  loji  from  one  half  to  three-fourths  of  their 
retail , and  others  have  entirely  given  it  up  through 
fear  ! If  then,  fuch  have  been  the  Ioffes  to  indi- 
viduals in  the  metropolis,  how  great  mufl  have  been 
the  Ioffes,  on  this  account,  when  we  take  in  the 
whole  kingdom  ! 

During  the  recefs  of  Parliament,  the  Committee 
were  employed  in  drawing  up  petitions  to  the  Le- 
giflature,  and  in  waiting  on  the  different  members  of 
the  Houfe  of  Commons,  who  were  acceffible,  for 
their  afiiftance. 

As  it  was  not  improbable,  that  certain  circum- 
flances  might  take  place,  which  might  render  it  ne- 
ceffary  to  petition  parliament  to  be  heard  by  counfel  at 
the  bar,  and  as  fuch  a ftep,  if  taken,  might  be  at- 
tended with  very  confiderable  expence;  to  defray 
this,  and  various  other  expences  of  the  Committee, 
for  meetings,  printing  circular  letters,  advertifements, 
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employing  a Solicitor,  taking  the  opinion  of  Coun» 
fel,  &c.  a fubfeription  was  fet  on  foot,  and  a liberal 
fum  in  the  fiift  inftance  fubferibed. 

But,  although  every  apothecary , and  every  Jurgeon 
praEliftng  pharmacy , was  liable  to  be  implicated  in 
the  dangers  to  be  dreaded  from  the  Aft,  as  it  flood 
before  the  amendments  took  place,  (the  poflibility  of 
which  danger  I have  clearly  fhewn  in  my  former  ob- 
fervations  on  the  aft*) ; yet  there  feemed  an  almoft 
general  apathy  to  prevail  among  the  profeflion : for, 
of  the  numerous  body  of  praftifing  apothecaries,  in 
and  within  feven  miles  of  the  metropolis,  there  were 
not  fo  many  as  twenty-four  ; and  in  the  whole  king- 
dom, not  thirty  to  be  found  in  the  lift  of  fubferibersj 
and  of  the  members  of  the  College  of  Surgeons, 
notwithftanding  so  many  of  them  keep  fhops,  and 
even  retail  fhops,  not  fo  many  as  a dozen  in  ally  in- 
cluding country  practitioners. 

Left  as  they  were,  to  fight  both  the  apothecaries 
battle  and  their  own,  it  is  no  wonder  if  the  druggifts, 
who  are  a body  of  men  materially  intereftecj  in  thefale 
of  quack  noflrums,  (many  individuls  having  concern 
in  the  exportation  trade,  and  country  ordeis,  to  the 
amount  of  from  fix  to  twenty  fhoufand  pounds  per 
annum)  fhould,  into  the  body  of  their  petitions,  throw 
in  a prayer  for  that  moft  improbable  of  all  improbable 
things,  a total  repeal  of  the  aft.  Finding  this  objeft 
unattainable,  the  Committee  then  direfted  their  fulled 
attention  to  the  obtaining  of  luch  modifications  of  the 
aft  as  fhould  be  bed  calculated  to  render  the  law  as 
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little  burthenfome  as  the  nature  of  the  cafe  would  ad- 
mit of.  With  this  view,  a deputation  from  the 
Committee  had  feveral  conferences  with  the  Lord 
Mayor  and  the  other  members  for  the  city  of  Lon- 
don, whofe  eafinefs  of  accefs;  politenefs  and  atten- 
tion, on  all  occafions,  fo  juftly  entide  them  to  the 
affedion  and  praife  of  their  fellow  citizens. 

• When  the  Committee  were  favoured  by  the  Mi- 
nifter  with  a printed  copy  of  the  amendments  of  the 
ad  of  June  3d,  1802,  a general  meeting  was  called 
on  the  23d  of  May  1 803 ; the  leading  features  of 
which  were,  a new  fchedule,  and  the  addition  of 
three  new  claufes. 

I was  particularly  happy  to  find,  on  accurate  in  - 
fpedion  of  the  new  Schedule,  that  attention  had 
been  paid  to  my  Remarks ; and  that  in  confequence, 
every  article,  which,  by  the  defife  of  the  gentleman 
who  corifulted  me,  I had  ftruck  my  pen  through* 
in  the  former  fchedule,  as  objectionable  and  impro- 
per to  be  inferted,  was  omitted,  except  lozenges  ; and 
that  from  and  after  palling  of  the  a<ft  which  received 
the  royal  affent  July  the  4th,  1803,  the  apothecary, 
&c.  is  completely  liberated  from  the  reftraint,  which 
for  near  a twelvemonth  he  lay  under  : and  may  now 
vend,  without  fear  of  information,  and  without  the 
expence  of  taking  out  a licence,  all  thole  articles  of 
the  pharmacopoeia  which  were  unlhackled  previous 
to  the  palling  of  the  late  ad  of  the  3d  of  June,  viz. 
Turkey  rhubarb,  Indian  arrow-root,  Huxham’s  tinc- 
ture of  bark,  Spanifh  juice,  refined  liquorice,  fyrup 
of  Tolu,  and  feveral  other  matters,  enumerated  in 
the  128th  page  of  the  Sth  vol.  of  the  Medical  Journal. 

Lozenges. 
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Lozenges,  lip-falves,  iffue  plafters,  and  tooth  pow- 
ders  had  been  profcribed  in  the  lump,  by  the  ad- 
dition of  the  words  “ of  all  forts-,”  but  in  the  new 
fchedule  a modification  is  given,  and  none  of  thefe 
articles  (lozenges  excepted)  are  brought  within  the 
meaning  of  the  add,  .unlefs  they  are  fold  as  the  in- 
vention, or  fecret  preparation  of  fome  particular 
perfon  j in  that  cafe  they  are  liable,  either  with  or 
without  a printed  bill  or  direddion. 

With  regard  to  lozenges,  an  article  of  very  great 
confumption,  in  the  making  of  which,  it  is  com- 
puted that  in  Great  Britain  only,  a quantity  of  the  befi 
double  refined fugar , to  the  amount  of  no  lefs  than  one 
hundred  and  leventy  tons  weight,  is  annually  ufed,  a 
very  ample  difcuffion  took  place the  iffue  of  which 
difcufllon  will  appear  when  we  come  to  fpeak  of  that 
article  in  our  remarks  on  the  reformed  lchedule. 

The  moil  regular  way  will  be,  to  take  the  different 
claufes  of  the  late  add  in  numerical  order  and  collate 
them  with  thofe  claufes  in  the  “ add  to  amend  faid 
add,”  which  refer  to  them. 

The  1st  and  2d  claufes  remain  as  they  were. 

The  firfl  claufe  of  the  “ Amendment,”  after 
reciting  the  former  add,  (dates  the  expediency  of  re- 
pealing the  fchedule  of  faid  add,  (of  which  there  was 
great  need)  and  of  enadding  another  fchedule  in  lieu 
thereof,  and  enacts  that,  “ from  and  after  faffing  faid 
amended  aft,  viz.  ‘July  4)  faid  erroneous  fchedule , and 
fo  much  of  faid  recited  as  relates  thereto,  fhall  _ be 
repealed,  and  the  new  fchedule  to  be  deemed  a part  of 
the  faid  recited  aft. 

Claufe  3d.  Duties  to  be  paid  by  the  owners  and  pro- 
prietors. 
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prietors,  or  makers  and  compounders  of  medicines  before 
cxpofure  to  fale ; and  thefe  duties  attach , not  only  to  ar- 
ticles intended  for  home  confumptiont  but  alfo  for  EX- 
PORTATION. 

This  claufe  was  not  in  the  old  a<5t  of  25  Geo.  III. 
and  was  introduced  on  account  of  die  defalcations  in 
the  revenue  from  the  practices  of  country  dealers 
and  their  town  correfpondents,  it  being  known  to  the 
Commiffioners  that  large  quantities  of  quack  medi- 
cines, (fuch  for  inftance  as  Godfrey’s  cordial,  by  the 
kilderkin  or  whole  barrel)  have  been  fent  to  the 
country,  all  of  which  has  been  fold  in  fmall  quan- 
tities by  thole  who,  not  having  the  fear  of  the  Stamp 
Office  before  their  eyes,  have  not  troubled  cither 
themfelves  or  their  cultomers  with  the  payment  oi  his 
Majefty’s  duty. 

However  conducive  it  may  be  towards  the  increale 
of  revenue  to  enjoin  the  ftamping  of  articles  in  larg^. 
as  well  as  fmall  quantities,  for  home  confumption,  it 
is  a queftion  hereafter  to  be  decided,  how  -far  it  may 
be  policy,  to  charge  with  the  fiamp  duty , articles  in- 
tended for  exportation.  Every  one  acquainted 
with  finance,  knows  the  very  great  repugnance  ail 
defcriptions  of  people  teftify  towards  that  particular 
mode  of  taxation.  A very  trifling  ft  amp  duty,  at- 
tempted to  be  laid  on  in  America,  fiift  laid  the 
foundation  of  thofe  difeontents,  which  afterwards  rofe 
to  fo  great  a height,  as  ultimately  to  caufe  the  lofs  of 
the  American  dominions  to  the  crown  of  Gieat 
Britain. 

England  feems  to  be  the  grand  emporium  of 
quackery,  and,  poiion  or  not  poifon,  Englifh  quack 
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medicines  form  an  article  of  the  export  trade  to  the 
amount  of  a great  many  thoufand  pounds  per  an- 
num j and  of  courfe,  the  confumption  of  articles  of 
which  they  are  compofed,  is  very  great ; from  many 
of  which  articles  the  revenue  derives  large  fupplies, 
particularly  by  the  duties  on  the  fpirits,  fugar,  co- 
chineal, gums,  and  various  other  ingredients,  alfo  on 
glafs,  paper,  &c.  &c.  &c.  ufed  in  the  preparing  and 
uttering  them. 

Now,  if  once  thofe  countries  which  take  from  Bri- 
tain the  largeft  cargoes  of  quack  medicines,  begin 
to  (hew  an  unwillingnefs  or  difguft  at  paying  the  ad- 
ditional expence  of  the  ft  amps,  there  will  not  be 
wanting  ingenious  people  to  take  advantage  of  that 
difguft,  and  turn  it  to  their  own  account.  Already 
have  they  begun  to  fend  from  the  continent  of  Ame- 
rica, large  orders  to  this  country  for  the  different 
forts  of  moulded  bottles,  fuch  as  various  quack  me- 
dicines are  fent  abroad  in,  with  the  names  of  the 
original  maker,  or  of  the  medicine  itfelf ; devices, 
coats  of  arms,  See.  blown  in  the  glafs.  One  houfe 
only,  in  the  drug  line,  in  this  city,  exported,  between 
the  paffing  of  the  act  in  June,  1802,  and  Chriftmas, 
three  hundred  groce  of  empty  moulded  bottles  of  dif- 
ferent forts ; and,  if  one  houfe  alone  fent  out  fo  large 
a confignment,  to  how  great  an  amount  may  we  not 
fuppofe  the  orders  to  have  been  given,  when  we  take 
into  confideration  the  very  great  number  of  houfes, 
both  druggifts  and  glafs-houfes,  there  are  in  the  me- 
tropolis ? And  for  what  purpofe  are  thefe  orders  for 
empty  bottles  given  ? The  anfwer  is  obvious.  They 
will  be  filled,  with  imitations  of  Britifh  noftrums, 
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prepared  by  perfons  employed  to  counterfeit  them, 
in  America  and  elfe where ; and  tne  very  great  dealers 
in  quack  noftrums  in  this  country,  who  were  the  per- 
fons to  fuggeft  to  the  minifter  the  expediency  of  the 
meafure  of  {lamping  articles  for  exportation,  will  find 
themfelves  deceived  if  they  expect  that  the  Britifh 
{lamped  label  will  always  be  looked  for  as  the  infal- 
lible criterion  of  the  genuinenefs  of  the  medicine.  It 
is  far  more  eafy  to  forge  Britifh  {lamps  for  quack 
medicines,  than  French  affignats  or  American  paper 
dollars.  There  are  thirty- fix  {lamps  in  a fheet;  of 
courfe,  a fheet  of  {lamps,  of  the  nominal  value  of 
half-a-crown  each,  cofts  the  purchafer,  in  this  coun- 
try, four  pounds  ten  {killings : whereas,  in  France  or 
America,  according  to  the  price  of  other  prints  in 
thofe  countries,  we  may  fuppofe  an  engraver  could 
afford  to  fell  a whole  fheet  for  fix-pence  or  a {hilling; 
and  it  would  be  as  eafy  for  an  engraver  to  forge  a 
plate  of  thirty-fix  ten-lhilling  {lamps,  as  a plate  of 
thirty-fix  three-halfpenny  {lamps ; and  if  once  this 
kind  of  traffic  takes  place,  the  revenue  derived  from 
the  exportation  of  patent  and  proprietary  medicines, 
if  not  entirely  loft  to  this  country,  will  at  leaft  fuffer 
material  diminution. 

Superadded  to  the  provifions  enadted  by  this 
claufe,  the  third  claufe  of  the  fc  Amendment” 
contains  a new,  and  ftill  ftronger  expedient  for  fe- 
curing  the  duties  ; viz.  “ Any  perjon  receiving  from 
proprietors , firft  venders , or  their  agenls,  £s V.  articles 
fubjett  to  duty , for  the  purpofe  of  felling  again , without 
having  -prefer  flamps  on  each  article,  who  Jball  not 
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within  ten  days  return  the  fame  to  the  perfon  from  whom 
fuch  articles  were  received , or  -within  the  fame  j 'pace  of 
time  fend  information  to  the  Commijfioner  s at  Somerset 
Place,  and  depofit  fuch  unftamped  articles  with  the 
nqareft  Distributors  of  Jlampsy  Jhall  forfeit  twenty 
pounds. 

The  third  claufe  of  the  Amendment,  being  con-, 
nefted  with  the  foregoing,  comes  properly  under 
qonfideration  in  this  place. 

By  the  kindnefs  of  the  Chancellor  of  the  Exche- 
quer, the  Committee  were  favoured  with  a copy  of 
the  new  aft  for  amending  the  one  fo  much  complain- 
ed of,  and  we  were  indulged  with  fourteen  days  no- 
tice to  ftate  our  objeftions  to  any  parts  of  it. 

There  never  was  an  inftance  where  the  pro- 
priety of  confulting  perlons,  concerned  in  any  par- 
ticular trade  or  calling,  before  laws  are  made  for 
them,  was  more  evident,  than  in  the  Medicine  Adi. 
That  of  1802  was  the  third , and  ftill  mqre  ex- 
ceptionable than  the  two  former ; which  would  not 
have  been  the  Ga>fe,  had  fome  refpeftable  perfons  in 
the  drug  trade,  aided  by  one  or  two  well-informed 
apothecaries,  been  called  into  confultation,  in  the 
firft  inftance,  t©  contribute  their  advice  and  abilities 
in  drawing  a fair  line  between  the  preparations  of  the 
regular  praftitioner  and  the  pretended  arcana  of  char- 
latans and  noftrum-mongers.  Peculiarly  fortunate 
was  it  for  the  gentlemen  in  the  drug  trade,  who  are 
in  the  habit  of  fending  very  large  confignments  of 
patent  and  proprietary  medicines  to  different  parts  ot 
the  kingdom,  and  of  the  world,  that  the  Committee 
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were  indulged  with  a fight  of  the  new  claufes  before 
they  were  pafTed  into  a law. 

The  third  claufe  of  the  Amendment,  when  firfl 
fhewn  to  us  in  manufcript,  flood  thus  : “ And  be 
it  further  enabled , that  upon  the  cutfide  of  all  packages, 
containing  twelve  or  more  bottles , boxes , or  other  en- 
clofures , fent  from  one  dealer  to  another  by  any  public 
conveyance , or  to  the  Cujlom  Houfe  for  exportation , the 
word  “ medicines”  Jhall  be  written ; and  it  fhall  be 
lawful  for  any  officer  of  cujlom  s or  excife , or  of  the  Jlarnp 
office , to  openfuch  packages , and  examine  if  the  proper 
labels  be  duly  affixed  to  the  articles-,  and , if  found  not 
duly  ftamped,  to  feize  the  fame , c.  Officer  to  be  re- 

warded for  fuch  feizure. 

By  this  claufe,  a cafk  or  package  containing  three 
or  four  hundred  pounds  worth  of  drugs,  and  fent  to 
an  inn  to  go  by  a ftage  coach  or  waggon  to  the  coun- 
try, or  to  the  Cuftom-Houfe  to  go  by  a fhip,  was 
liable  to  be  ranfacked  and  rummaged  from  top  to 
bottom,  at  the  will,  pleafure,  and  difcretion  of  the 
lowefl  officer  of  excife,  cufloms,  cr  flamps,  if  it 
contained  fo  few  as  a dozen  boxes  of  Scots  pills 
or  peppermint  lozenges. 

This  the  Committee  reprefented  to  the  Minifler; 
and  urged,  that  if  the  claufe  were  fuffered  to  remain 
fo,  it  would  oblige  them  to  fend  a fervant  to  every 
inn,  or  to  the  Cuftom  Houfe,  with  every  package, 
there  to  wait  until  an  officer  fhould  come  and  fearch, 
in  order  to  re-pack  the  goods  after  examination. 
They  urged,  that  no  officer  could,  or  would  take 
the  pains  in  re-packing,  neccfiary  to  fecure  their 
goods  from  damage,  and  that  packing  of  drugs,  ef- 
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pecially  fuch  as  are  contained  in  bottles,  was  fo 
nice  a bufinefs,  that  it  is  not  every  one  of  their  own 
porters  who  underftand  it  properly,  and  that  of 
courfe,  the  trouble,  and  the  damage  to  their  goods, 
would  be  incalculable. 

Thefe  reprefentations  had  their  proper  weight  with 
Mr.  Eftcourt  and  Mr.  Vanfittart,  and  the  Committee 
had  the  pleafure  to  find,  that  in  the  aft  which  re- 
ceived the  royal  afient,  a material  alteration  was  made 
in  the  claufe ; namely,  that  the  right  of  fearching 
packages,  by  excife,  flamp,  or  cuftom-houfe  officers, 
fhould  be  reftrifted  to  cafes,  cc  wherein  information  on 
oath  fhall  have  been  given  before  a magiftrate  of  there 
being  actually  unftamped  articles  in  the  package , and 
obtaining  fuch  magif  rate's  warrant  in  writing  to  au- 
thorize the  fearch. 

The  4th  claufe  of  the  aft  of  1802,  ordaining  that 
tc  Duties  are  not  to  extend  to  articles  mentioned  in'  the 
book  of  rates , nor  to  unmixed  drugs , fold  by  regular 
furgeonsf  remains  without  alteration,  as  to  words, 
but  there  is  this  difference  in  effeft,  that  the  l£)th 
claufe  does  not  now  militate  againft  it,  as  before ; 
inafmuch  as  feveral  drugs,  which  though  unmixed> 
were  rendered  liable  to  the  duty,  by  being  named  in 
the  former  fchedule,  (fuch  a.s  'Turkey  rhubarb , Spanifh 
juice , arrow  root , &:c.)  are  now  omitted  in  the  new 
fchedule,  and  exempted  from  the  flamp  duty. 

The  dth  and  lptli  claufes,  Hand  without  any  altera- 
tion ; and  a perfon  who  fhould  content  himfelf  with 
only  reading  the  marginal  reference  or  brief  ftate- 
ments  of  the  contents  of  thefe  claufes,  might  reafon- 
ably  fuppofe  that  it  was  imp<pffible  that  this  aft  could 

d 2 touch 
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tciuch  any  thing  that  was  not  actual iy  a noftrum  j 
but,  latet  ancuis  in  here  a.  We  are  told, 
Scft.  5,  that  a Nothing  in  this  aft  fhall  extend  or  he 
confirmed  to  extend , to  charge  with  Jiamp  duties , medi- 
cines prepared  by  regular  Jurgeons , or  apothecaries , not 
claiming  the  Jecret,  or  exclufive  right  to  the  preparing 
the  Jame  ; and  not  fold  as  patent  or  proprietary  medi- 
cines, nor  at  any  time  heretofore,  now , or  in  future , 
JJoall  be  by  any  public  notice , or  printed  paper , affixed 
to  or  delivered  with  Juch  packet,  held  out  or  recom- 
mended by  the  proprietors , or  original  cr  firft  vendors 
thereof,  as  noflrums,  or  proprietary  medicines,  for  the 
cure,  relief , or  prevention  of  complaints. 

So  far,  fo  good.  No  perfon  whatever  can  rea- 
fonably  find  fault  with  the  wording  of  the  claufes, 
as  far  as  this  goes.  Tax  quackery  with  all  my  heart : 

It  is  but  right  that  they  who  place  greater  confidence 
in  the  unknown  hodge-podge  of  a done  mafon  or  a 
gingerbread-baker,  than  in  the  fkill  of  an  honed  and 
able  regular  practitioner,  fhould  pay  a tax  ad  valorem , 
over  and  above  the  price  of  the  duff,  for  their  folly 
and  credulity  ; but  mark  the  concluding  paragraph 
of  each  of  thefe  claufes — cc  or  as  specifics,  or  as 
beneficial  tor  the  prevention,  cure,  or  relief  of  any 
Juch  dijlemper , malady , or  complaint,  as  aforefaid 

Now,  here  every  one  mud  fee,  that  the  aft  goes 
farther  than,  I believe,  was  intended;  for,  if  I un-  *' 
derdand  this  aright,  it  appears  to  mean,  that  not  only 
every  proprietary  medicine  trumpeted  forth  as  a 
secret  compofition  of  great  virtue  by  quacks  and. 
their  agents ; but  that  every  medicine  whatever,  that 
ever  £C  was  in  the  beginning,  is  ttow,  or  ever  Jhall  be,'’ 

either 
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■either  publicly  advertifed,  or  fold,  or  difpenfed,  with 
a printed  description  of  its  properties,  and  the 
manner  of  ufing  it,  be  it  nostrum  er  NO  noftrum, 
mull  be  ornamented  with  the  quack- doctors  red 
ftriped  livery  ! This  would  appear  as  if  intended  as  a 
tax  upon  lcience  ; becaufe  there  is  a poffibility  that 
there  may  be  found  particular  preparations*  promul- 
gated by  men  of  liberal  principles,  who  would  deteft 
nothing  fo  much  as  quackery,  which  preparations 
might  require  fuch  cautions  and  inftruftions  as  to 
their  ufe,  as  could  not  well  be  committed  to  memory, 
nor  very  conveniently,  on  account  of  their  length,  &c. 
be  given  in  writing.  Such  as  thefe,  on  account  of 
the  printed  inftruftions,  it  mud  appear  very  hard  to 
include  in  the  general  mafs  of  quack  noftrums  j but 
fo  I apprehend  muft  be  the  cafe,  as  long  as  the  con- 
cluding words  of  the  claufcs  above  alluded  to,  make 
a part  of  the  aft. 

The  6th,  and  from  thence  to  the  20th,  relate  to 
the  rates  of  duties  on  licences  and  ftamps ; to  the 
modes  to  be  obferved  by  vendors,  penalties  for 
frudulent  dealings,  &c. ; but  the  rigours  of  the  21ft, 
■22d,  2.5th,  and  2Sth  claufes  of  the  aft,  are  much 
mitigated  by  the  mild  and  judicious  alterations  which 
are  made  by  the  fourth  and  fifth  claufes  of  the  new 
aft,  or  a Amendment.” 

for,  whereas  by  the  aft  of  the  3d  of  June,  the 
fhops  of  medical  men  and  druggifts  were  laid  open 
to  the  mercy  of  informers  of  every  defeription,  the 
4th  claufe  of  the  cc  Amendment,”  enafts,  that  <c  No 
p erf  on  fhall  commence  any  action,  or  proceed  before  any 
j&ftice  in  a fummary  way,  for  any  penalties  under  the 

recited 
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recited  act , unlefs  in  the  name  of  the  Attorney -General, 
or  fome  perfons  appointed  by  the  Commiffioners  of  Stamps ; 
and  every  atlion  commenced  by  or  in  the  name  of  any 
other  p erf  on,  nut  fo  authorized , are  declared  null  and 
void." 

This  is  an  important  claufe,  inafmuch  as  it  fecures 
the  fair  dealer  from  the  intrufion  of  every  vagabond 
who  either  is,  or  pretends  to  be,  an  informer ; and 
as  the  Commiffioners  of  Stamps  are  gentlemen  of 
humanity  and  liberality,  I truft  we  may  fafely  con- 
fide in  the  affurances  communicated  through  their 
folicitor,  Mr.  Eftcourt,  that  they  will  not  profecute 
on  every  trifling  and  unintentional  offence  againft  the 
a£t;  and  where  it  evidently  flhall  appear  that  the 
- party  offending  is  innocent  of  every  real  intention  of 
fraud,  or  EVASION. 

And  it  is  very  neceffary  this  claufe  fhould  be  made 
known,  that  all  who  are  concerned  may  underftand, 
that  while  the  Commiffioners  are  determined  to  ex- 
ercife  lenity  on  the  one  hand,  fo  on  the  contrary  they 
will  hold  the  rod  of  correftion  in  the  other,  over  the 
wilful  defrauder  of  the  revenue,  who  will  have  a 
ffronger  power  to  contend  with  than  the  pocket  of 
the  common  informer,  as  he  will  have  the  purlc  of  the 
nation  to  combat.  It  may  be  alfo  of  ufe  for  many 
perfons  in  the  country,  to  know,  that-  none  but  per- 
fons  acfiing  under  the  jurifdiction  of  the  llamp  office 
have  any  right  to  molefl  them  ; as  there  are  many 
wretches  going  about,  who  pretend  to  be  informers, 
and  who  threaten  timid  and  law- ignorant  apotheca- 
ries, and  their  widows,  and  alfo  lhcpkeepers  who  deal 
a little  in  drugs,  with  expenfive.  law  procefies,  whole 

only 
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only  object  is  to  terrify  thefe  poor  people  into  a 
compliance  with  their  exorbitant  demands,  and 
pretend  to  compound  their  fham  actions  for  a few 
guineas.* 

By  the  25th  claufe,  the  common  informer  was 
allowed  the  lcope  of  fix  months  to  bring  his  in- 
formation 


* Messrs.  Grant  and  Co.  druggists,  in  Coventry,  and  every 
other  house  in  the  drug  trade  in  that  city,  were,  in  1S02, 
served  with  Exchequer  Writs  for  various  offences  alleged  to  have 
been  committed  against  the  Medicine  Act. 

The  advice  communicated  to  them  from  the  London  Com- 
mittee was,  that  they  should  by  no  means  compromise  any 
thing,  but  give  notice  to  the  Plaintiff's  Solicitor,  that  they  were 
determined  to  stand  trial  ; and  that,  most  probably,  after  such 
notice,  they  would  never  hear  more  of  it. 

By  a letter  from  Messrs.  Grant  and  Co.  to  the  Editoi,  dated 
the  24th  of  February,  1804,  vve  find  that  this  advice  had  been 
followed,  and  the  issue  exactly  as  we  predicted ; no  overtures 
having  been  made  either  by  the  Plaintiffs  or  their  Solicitor,  nor 
any  communication  whatever  made  on  the  subject;  (and,  wo 
may  now  suppose,  never  will).  The  men  of  Coventry  in  this 
instance,  had  the  experience  of  what  good  is  to  be  done  by 
uniting  toget/ter,  and  making  a common  Cause  against  a common 
Enemy ; and  being  in  this  respect  more  politic,  were  of  course 
more  fortunate  than  their  Brethren  of  Birmingham,  who,  being 
laid  under  contribution  by  the  same  gang,  compromised  the 
business  with  the  Informers  at  the  rate  of  twenty  pounds 
each  person  ! ! ! 

These  gentry  made  the  circuit  of  several  counties  in  the  same 
manner;  but  it  is  to  be  hoped  the  Attorney  General,  if  he  can 
lay  hold  of  the  Principals  in  these  transactions,  will  deal  with 
them  according  to  law  ; and  it  is  much  to  be  rejoiced  at,  that  a 
stop  is  put  to  such  depredations  at  the  suit  • of  any;  common  in- 
former  in  future,  by  the  wjiolsome  provision  of  the  4th  clause 
" of  the  Amendment. 
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formation  ; in  which  time  the  mifchlef  which  he  had 
it  in  his  power  to  do,  was  incalculable  ; as  muft 
appear  to  any  one,  who  will  only  conikkr  how  much 
mifchief  might  have  been  done,  had  the  rnforma-. 
tions  brought  at  the  Manf:on-houfe  in  a very  fhort 
time  after,  the  palling  of  the  a ft,  by  a common  in- 
former, uiftonnedted  with  the  ftamp-office,  not  been 
quafhedjj  as  related  in  the  former  part  of  this  hiftorv.* 
Excepting  in  the  falutary  reformation  of  the  Sche- 
dule, and  the  taking  the  bufinefs  of  information  out 
of  the  hands  of  the  common  informer,  and  confining 
the  power  of  bringing  actions  to  the  Stamp  Office, 
in  no  cafe  have  perfons,  liable  to  be  affected  by 
this  aft,  greater  caufe  to  be  thankful  to  the  refpeft- 
able  gentlemen  to  whom  the  committee  made  ap- 
plication for  red  refs,  than  for  the  polite  attention  they 
paid  to  their  remonftrances,  and  expofition  of  the 
deftruftive  confequences  which  might  poffibly  enfue, 
from  the  allowing  the  informer,  by  the  £2d  claufe, 
six  months  to  make  his  depredations  in,  before 
bringing  his  informations  to  ifiiie.  The  committee 
reprefented  to  Mr.  Eftcourt,  Mr.  Vanfittart,  and 
Mr.  Addington,  the  poffibility  of  a man  being  com- 
pletely ruined  by  the  number  of  informations  laid 
againfl  him  in  the  courfe  of  fix  months,  for  the  fale 
of  an  article  which  he  might  erroneoufly  deem  not 
liable  to  a ftamp  duty;  and  they  fought  hard  to 
obtain  a claufe  in  the  new  aft,  that  the  informer 
fhould  be  obliged  to  fue  within  one  month  from  the 
time- of  the  penalty  being  incurred.  This,  minifters 

did  not  think  themfelves  warranted  to  accede  to ; but, 

inftead

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inftead  of  six  months,  they  confented  to  make  it 
three  months;  and  accordingly,  the  5 th  claufe  of  the 
Amendment  provides,  that  every  information  under 
the  Medicine  A6t,  fhall  be  commenced  within 
three  months  after  the  offence  committed , and  not 
afterward  Si 

Confidering  the  very  great  difproportion  of  the  pe- 
nalty to  the  offence,  it  was  reprefented*  that  even  five 
pounds*  the  mitigated  penalty,  was  too  much  to  pay 
for  the  omiffion  of  a three-halfpenny  damp  ; in  reply 
to  this  it  was  argued,  that  if  a five  pounds  penalty 
attached  to  this,  the  omiffion  of  a twenty-fhilling 
ftamp  fubje&ed  the  offender  to  no  greater  penalty. 
It  was  then  fuggefted  by  one  of  the  committee  to 
leffen  the  penalty  on  the  fmaller*  {lamps,  and  lay  a fine 
ad  valorem,  that  is,  that  the  penalty  fhould  be  in 
proportion  to  the  value  of  the  ftamp  omitted  to  be 
affixed. 

This  was  objected  to  as  being  a matter  that  would 
make  the  a£l  too  complicated ; and  perhaps  puzzle 
the  Juftices.  — However,  Government  did  better  for 
us  than  we  propofed  for  ourfelves,  by  allowing  the 
magiftrate  the  power  of  mitigating  the  penalty  to 
onte  fourth,  inftead  of  one-half,  as  it  before 
flood.  ( Amendment,  latter  part  of  claufe  5th.) 

It  now  only  remains  for  me  to  take  notice  of  that 
part  of  the  a<5l  which  relates  more  nearly  to  prac- 
titioners in  Pharmacy,  whether  concerned  in  the  fale 
of  Quack  Medicines  or  not ; in  order  to  ftiew  to  both, 
how  far  they  are  exonerated  from  their  former  fears, 
and  in  what  cafes  caution  is  neceffary.  And  this 
brings  me  to  the  Schedule. 
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SCHEDULE 


It  would  be  the  height  of  abfurdity  to  fuppofe» 
that  the  mechanical  parts  of  adls  of  parliament  arc 
conftrufled  by  any  of  thofe  who  compofe  the  great 
legiflative  body  of  the  nation. — They  are,  for  the 
moil  part,  drawn  up  by  perfons  who  are,  or  ought 
to  be,  converfant  in  the  bufinefs  which  the  adls  them- 
felves  relate  to. — But  the  many  incongruities,  and 
the  introdinflion  of  fo  many  articles  which  had  no 
bufinefs  there,  into  the  Schedule  of  the  Medicine  Act, 
by  the  perfon  who  took  on  himfelf  the  trouble  of 
favouring  government  with  that  ingenious  compila- 
tion, fhew  that

The  firfl:  material  alteration  we  find  is,  that  almoft 
yf  every  article  in  the  former  Schedule,  not  clearly  de- 

' fined,  has  been  in  the  new  Schedule  omitted ; fuch 

as  chalybeate  pills,  carminative  tinbiure,  nitre  drops. 
Jive  at  in g powders,  tonic  pills,  and  many  others. 

Arrow  root,  or  Indian  arrow-root.  This,  as  being 
more  properly  an  article  of  food  than  medicine,  and 
alfo  an  unmixed  powder,  (fave  when  adulterated  with 
potato- ft  arch,  or  flour,  by  our  ingenious  fophiftica- 
tors)  is  very  juftly  exempted  from  the  ftamp  duty. 

Arquebufade  water.  So  great  is  the  repugnance 
towards  paying  for  {lamps,  that  I once  heard  a man 
declare,  that  if  life  could  exift  without  his  wearing 
his  head,  he  would  have  his  own  head  cut  off  fooner 
than  be  obliged  to  wear  a {lamp  upon  his  crown. 
Another,,  equally  inimical  to  wearing  a {lamp  upon 


his 
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his  head,  but  more  ingenious,  bought  a fecond-hand 
turban  that  had  belonged  to  one  of  the  Duke  of 
York’s  black  cymbalifts,  which  Jae  wore  in  going 
about  his  grounds  on  week  days,  and  kept  a hat, 
made  before  the  (lamp  duty  on  hats  took  place,  to 
go  to  church  in  on  Sundays.  , 

When  the  perfumery  tax  was  in  exiftence,  govern, 
nrent  loll  eight  thoujand  pounds  per  annum  on  • the 
importation  duties  on  foreign  articles  of  perfumery. 
Every  one  knows  how  foon  the  fine  powdered  head 
was  converted  into  the  black  Brutus;  and  the  per- 
fumery tax  was  ultimately  given  up,  becaule  the  colt 
of  collecting  it  exceeded  the  ium  which  the  tax  itlelf 
produced. 

I wifh  a fimilar  lofs  to  government  may  not  be 
found  to  enfue,  from  the  laying  a (lamp  duty  on  ar- 
quebujc.de  water.  This  compofition  already  pays  a 
duty  of  twenty -feven  {hillings  per  gallon;  it  is  fold 
in  pint  bottles  at  7s.  bd.  or  Ss.  each.  T he  ftamp 
duty  on  each  pint  is  one  {hilling,  which  increafes  the 
duty  on  the  gallon  to  eight  {hillings  more,  or  one 
pound  fifteen  J hillings  per  gallon  duty  in  all ! This 
enormous  duty  muft  rather  operate  as  a prohibition, 
the  good  Lady  Bountifuls  in  the  country,  among 
whom  this  article  principally  finds  a fale,  wiL  grudge 
to  pay  a {hilling  extra  on  the  pint,  for  a fcrap 
of  paper,  of  no  ufe  to  them  or  any  one  elfe  ; 
and  will  foon  find  fome  cheaper  fubftitute  to  wafh 
their  neighbour’s  wounds  with.  And  when  we  alfo 
take  into  the  fcale,  that  arcjuebufade  water  neither  is, 
nor  ever  was,  a fecret  noftrum,  (the  compofition  is 
given  in  foreign  difpenfaries,  and  allb  in  Lewis’s 
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difpcnfary)  we  may  fairly  infer,  that  this  is  not  a fair 
article  of  {lamp -ation,  and  that  government  will  lofe 
more  than  will  be  gained  by  bringing  it  within  the 
meaning  of  the  Medicine  Adi. 

Blijtering  ointment , Goulard's  extract,  Huxbam’s 
tintture  of  barky  Spanifh  juice , fyrup  of  Tolu,  'Turkey 
rhubarb , being  all  articles  of  the  London  pharma- 
copoeia, are  very  properly  omitted.  Eau  de  luce, 
effence  of  peppermint ,*  and  refined  liquorice , are  alfo 
expunged.  Candied  horehound  and  candied  gingery 
and  a great  many  articles  clearly  belonging  to  the 
province  of  the  confectioner,  but  for  the  fale  of 

t 

which,  many  grocers,  confedtioners,  and  apotheca- 
ries have  been  heavily  mulcted  under  the  old  adls, 
are  now  expunged. 

In  the  former  fchedule,  the  words,  cc  of  all 
sorts,”  were  annexed  to  the  following  articles; 
Dentnfces,  lozenges,  lip-falves , tooth-powders,  tinc- 
tures for  the  teeth  and  gums-,  thus  lumping  into 
one  mals  every  thing  that  could  be  conftrued  to 
anftyer  any  of  the  above  purpofes;  which  made  it 
dangerous  to  an  apothecary  to  fell  a little  powder  of 
tindlure  of  myrrh,  or  a fmall  box  of  fperma  ceti 
ointment,  left  it  fhould  be  purchafed  by  an  informer, 
who  fhould  call  it  lip-falve. 

In  the  new  fchedule,  not  only  is  this  exceptionable, 
fweeping  exprefllon,  “ of  all  sorts,”  done  away, 

but 


* I have  my  doubts  as  to  essence  of  peppermint.  If  sold  in 
“ qaacliish  guise,’’  it  would  certainly  be  liable.  And  Juniper's 
essence  of  peppermint  is  particularly  mentioned. 
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but  every  one  of  thefe  articles,  Lozenges  excepted, 
may  be  fafely  fold,  provided  not  fold  under  the  name 
of  any  perfon  claiming  a proprietary  right,  or  pre- 
tended fecret,  in  them,  or  fetting  forth  a fupcriority 
of  his  own  over  all  other  articles  of  the  fame  kind, 
by  printed  hand-bill  or  advertifement. 

In  the  new  Schedule,  we  find  an  article  that  I never 
heard  of  before,  viz.  Chamberlain' s ointment:  and  I 
merely  notice  it  here,  to  fay,  I am  very  forry  that 
any  one,  bearing  that  name  fnould  be  author  of  a 
quack  medicine ; (I  know  it  is  not  my  friend  Cham- 
berlain, the.druggifl  of  Fleet-ftreet ;)  and  I am  forry 
on  another  account,  becaufe  it  might  be  fuppofed  by 
thofe  who  do  not  know  me,  that  the  aftive  part 
which  I am  proud  to  fay  I have  taken  in  this  bu- 
finefs,  was  from  interefted  motives  j I therefore  take 
this  opportunity  of  faying,  that  I know  nothing  of 
either  the  ointment  or  its  author  ; that  I deal  not  in 
noftrums,  and  that  I mortally  abominate  all  manner 
of  Quackery. 

I he  names  of  a great  number  of  articles,  not 
medicinal,  and  which  appertained  chiefly,  I might 
fay  exclufively,  to  the  perfumer  and  confectioner, 
have  been  removed,  in  confequence  of  the  petitions 
prefented,  and  the  proper  meafures  taken,  by  depu- 
tations from  thefe  bodies.  But  there  is  one  fpecies 
retained,  -partly  medicinal,  but  rather  more  an  article 
coming  within  the  province  of  the  confectioner,  al- 
though largely  dealt  in  by  both  the  druggift  and  apo- 
thecary, upon  which  fomething  is  to  be  obferved  • I 
mean,  Lozenges. 

Although  that  phrafe  of  univerfal  profcription, 
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et  of  all  sorts,”  is  not,  in  the  new  Schedule,  ap- 
plied to  the  article,  Lozences;  yet  there  are  very 
few  of  thefe,  which  have  any  thing  medicinal  in 
their  compofition,  tliat  are  not  fpecified  in  faid  fche- 
dule.  Such  as  bear  the  name  of  any  particular  per- 
fon;  as,  Ching's , Dawjon’s,  Steer's^  iflc.  as  alfo  fuch 
as  are  fold  as  fecrets  under  any  fine  name ; as,  Lo- 
zenges of  Blais , Patirofa , Cachou  de  Ro/e,  are 
clearly  within  the  meaning  of  the  act.  Thefe  there 
can  be  no  difpute  about ; but  there  are  feveral  forts  of 
lozenges  prepared,  which  never  were,  by  any  perfon 
whatever,  pretended  to  be  kept  fecret,  as  to  their 
compofition  ; for  inftance,  peppermint  lozenges,  gin- 
ger, hore-hound,  and  fome  others,  which  are,  never* 
thelefs,  inferted  in  the  fchedule. 

At  firft,  it  feemed  the  intention  of  government  to 
expunge  the  article,  Lozenges,  altogether;  and  if 
that  omiffion  had  taken  place,  there  would  have  been 
no  lofs  By  it,  becaufe  the  19th  claufe  would  effectu- 
ally fecure  the  duties  upon  all  fuch  as  fhould 
come  under  the  defeription  of  fecrets  in  the  hands 
of  particular  perfons.  But,  as  they  are  retained, 
and  fpecifically  mentioned  by  their  different  names, 
the  dealers  in  that  article  are  placed  in  a very  un- 
pleafant  fituation. 

It  has  been  already  obferved,  that  the  con- 
fumption  of  lozenges  made  in  England  takes  off  a 
quantity  of  the  belt  double  refined  lugar  annually,  to 
the  amount  of  not  lefs  than  one  hundred  and  feventy 
tons  weight;  and  the  preparing  the  different  forts  of 
lozenges  gives  employment  to  a great  number  of 

people 
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people  who  are  called  lozenge  makers,  and  who  make 
nothing  elfe. 

The  Committee  were  very  ftrenuous  in  their  en- 
deavours to  have  an  exemption  for  peppermint 
lozenges  and  a few  others  of  very  general  confump- 
tion,  and  not  claffed  in  the  rank  of  noftrums.  Pof- 
fibly  they  might  have  fucceeded,  but  the  very  great 
prefs  of  bufinefs  of  the  utmoft  national  importance, 
which  at  that  time  occupied  the  attention  of  minifters, 
prevented  an  opportunity  of  a difcuffion  on  this  fub- 
jedt,  with  them  ; but  the  Committee  received  from 
the  Solicitor  of  the  Stamp  Office,  an  afiurance, 
“ That  lozenges,  fold  in  ounces,  half-ounces,  &c. 
u ffiould  not  be  confidered  as  chargeable  with  the 
u ftamp  duties,  provided  thofe  lozenges  were  fold 
“ without  any  printed  or  written  paper  or  hand  bill, 
M expreffive  of  their  properties  or  virtues  in  the  cure 
“ of  any  difeafo ; but  if  any  paper  whatever,  defcrib- 
“ ing  their  properties,  ffiould  be  delivered  with  them; 
“ or  if  any  peribn  ffiould  vend  lozenges,  generally 
<f  underftood  to  be,  or  to  have  been  formerly,*  fe- 
K cret  compofitions  in  the  hands  of  particular  per- 

“ Tons, 


* 1 oru  Lozenges,  for  instance.  Jivcry  one  knows  how  to  make 
these;  but  the  informers  have  made,  under  the  old  acts,  a 
greater  harvest  out  of  this  one  .article,  than  afl  other  medicines 
put  together  ; and  many  thousand  pounds  have  been  wrung  out 
oi  the  pockets  of  poor  apothecaries  who  were  ignorant  that 
these  were  a stampable  article.  What  led  to  the  Tolu  lozenges 
being  a favourite  bait  with  informers,  was,  the  circumstance 
that  the  magistrates  themselves  were  divided  in  their  opinions  ; 

for,  at  one  office,  magistrates  would,  not  convict,  because  no 
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*'  fons,  fuch  would  certainly  be  deemed  liable  to  the 
« duty.” 

This,  as  I have  faid  before,  is  a very  fmall  boon, 
and  places  the  dealers  in  this  article,  wholefale  as 
well  as  retail,  in  a very  awkward  fituation. 

If  peppermint  lozenges  are  a fimple  article  of  con- 
fectionary, never  claimed  as  a fecret  by  any  one,  they 
fhould  have  been  exempt  from  a {tamp  duty,  which 
will  bear  very  hard  on  the  wholefale  dealers  and  thofe 
who  fell  in  larger  quantities  than  an  ounce;  little. 
dealers  are  allowed,  fpeciali  gratia , and  as  an  in- 
dulgence, that  which  both  little  and  wholefale  dealers 
fhould  have  enjoyed  de  jure,  an  exemption  from 
{tamps  on  that  article,  and  a few  others  in  the  fame 
predicament ; but  in  the  hurry  of  national  concerns, 
it  is  impoflible  to  give  attention  to  minutiae. 

* ;•  IJfue 


one  pretended  it  was  a secret ; whereas,  at  the  next  office,  the 
justices  remembered  that  it  had  once  been  a patent  medicine, 
and  therefore  conviction  followed  of  course. 

This,  villainous  tribe  of  gentry,  taking  advantage  of  this  dif- 
ference of  opinion,  when  they  had  marked  any  one  for  their 
prey,  used  to  purchase  a box  of  Tolu  lozenges  and  lay  their 
information  at  some  office  where  they  knew  it  would  be  quashed. 
After  thus  plausibly  inveigling  the  apothecary  into  an  opinion 
that  he  might  be  perfectly  safe  in  future  in  selling  his  Tolu 
lozenges  without  stamps,  in  some  short  time  after,  different 
faces,  belonging  to  the  same  gang,  would  come  to  the  same 
shop,  and  purchase  two,  six,  or  perhaps  a dozen  boxes,  one 
at  a time  ; and  then  lay  separate  informations  for  each  box ; 
making  sure  it  should  be  at  some  office  where  they  knew  from 
past  experience,  conviction  would  be  certain.  Many  hundred 
apothecaries  have  been  robbed  in  this  manner. 
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Ijjue  plajlers , which  were  in  the  former  fchedule, 
are  left  out ; informations  under  the  old  aft  were 
always  quafhed  by  the  magiftrates,  as  it  feemed 
agreed  that  thefe  were  no  more  than  a bandage , and 
not  a medicine  j and,  if  I err  not,  fo  underftood  to 
be,  and  allowed  by  the  commiflioners  of  ftamps. 
But,  if  fold  with  a label  or  bill,  purporting  that  they 
are  made  by  any  perfon  who  claims  a proprietary 
right  to  the  recipe  for  making  them ; in  fhort,  if 
they  are  fold  with  a name,  or  if  the  bill  intimates 
that  they  cure  corns,  or  have  any  other  fpecific  vir- 
tue, they  are  certainly  liable.  This  it  is  proper 
apothecaries  fhould  be  apprized  of,  as  they  are  an 
article  fold  by  every  apothecary  who  keeps  a retail 
fhop. 

Plajler , black,  Court  Plajler , is  not  in  the  fchedule, 
and  may  be  fafely  fold  undamped,  although  fold  with 
ftamps  by  fome  who  find  an  intereft  in  getting  off  as 
many  as  ever  they  can,  as  the  difcount  of  twelve 
and  a half  per  cent,  on  taking  large  quantities  renders 
the  ftamps  a very  profitable  article  of  trade  to  them. 

Relfe's Juckling  ajjiftant.  A mechanical  contrivance, 
and  one  of  the  moft  admirable  ever  devifed  for  the 
relief  of  that  part  of  the  creation  from  whom  we 
derive  our  greateft  comforts,  and  who  merit  our  kind- 
nefs  and  attention  at  all  times,  but  efpecially  when 
labouring  under  that  moft  painful  and  diftrefting  com- 
plaint, fore  nipples.  This  was  one  of  thofe  articles  of 
the  fch&dule  which,  though  not  belonging  to  the  Phar- 
mcopoeia,  I took  the  liberty  of  animadverting  upon, 
and  marking  as  an  improper  lubjedt  of  taxation. 
The  inventrefs,  whom  I underftand  to  be  a fenfible 

f and 
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and  fkilful  midwife,  rather  merited  a handfome  re- 
ward for  her  ingenuity,  than  to  have  a tax,  and  that, 
one  that  confers  difgrace,  impofed  on  her  invention. 
As  well  might  umbilical  trufles,  wooden  legs,  artifi- 
cial nofec,  filver  palate-pieces,  laced  ftockings,  fleecy 
hofiery,  and  every  item  of  the  flocks  in  trade  of 
Meflrs.  Sleath,  Eddy,  Sheldrake,  and  every  other 
difciple  of  Taliacotius,  be  deemed  quack  medicinesy 
and  rendered  liable  to  the  ftamp  duty.  Mrs.  Relfe’s 
machine  is  very  properly  exempted,  fince  the  aft  has 
been  amended,  from  the  ftamp  duty. 

Red  pills.  T ?oth-ach  pills.  So  great  was  the  panic 
ftruck  by  the  aft  in  its  unamended  ftate,  that  I 
pofitively  know  an  apothecary  who  loft  a few  {hil- 
lings. by  refufing  to  make  up  a box  of  pills,  in  which 
cinnabar,  faftit.  was  a principal  ingredient,  for  fear 
the  cuftomer  fhould  inform  againft  him  for  felling 
red  pills-,  and  the  fame  perfon  feared  to  difpense  an 
opium  pill  to  a ftranger,  left  it  might  coft  him  ten 
pounds  on  its  being  fworn  to  being  fold  as  a tooth- 
ach  pill  ! Thefe,  and  as  I have  before  obferved, 
moft  other  medicines  indefinitely  defcribed,  are 
omitted,  and  no  danger  attaches,  unlefs  the  vender 
charafterizes  fuch  as  empirical  remedies. 

’Troches  of  all  forts.  To  the  apothecary  who  is  at- 
tached to  this  almoft  oblblete  form  of  medicine,  it 
may  be  interefting  to  know  that  the  omiflion  of  the 
word  troches  altogether,  in  the  amended  fchedule, 
wholly  exonerates  him  from  any  fears  on  that  fcore. 

Tinctures  for  the  teeth  and  gums.  By  fome  over- 
fight, in  the  hurry  of  other  bufinefs,  the  above  words 
ftand  part  of  the  new  fchedule  j but  as  the  committee 

have 
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have  received  affurances  that  the  commiffioners  of  the 
{lamps  will  never  encourge  any  vexatious  fit  it,  nor 
fuffer  the  acl  of  parliament  to  be  {trained  beyond 
its  juft  and  fair  limits,  no  apprehenfions  need  be  en- 
tertained by  the  apothecary  ailing  in  the  fair  and 
regular  way  of  bufinefs. 

The  affu ranees  already  ftated  to  have  been  given 
by  the  Solicitor  of  the  Stamp-office  on  the  part  of 
the  Commiffioners,  renders  it  unneceffary  for  me  to 
fpecify  every  item  of  the  old  jchedule,  exonerated  by 
that  which  is  now  in  force,  from  a (tamp  duty.  It 
may  however  be- expedient  for  thofe  whom  it  con- 
cerns, to  polTefs  both  fchedules  ; accurately  mark 
wherein  they  differ,  and  particularize  in  the  latter, 
fuch  articles  as  they  may  be  dealers  in. 

In  taking  a fummary  view  of  the  whole,  I have 
to  congratulate  the  regular  prailitioner  in  pharmacy, 
and  the  retail  apothecary  in  particular,  upon  his  libe- 
ration from  the  dangers  and  apprehenfions  whiclv/the 
atl  of  1802,  fubjedted  him  to;  and  all  this,  free  of  ex- 
pence,  as  I may  fay  : the  druggifts,  who  are  not  quite 
fo  far  benefited,  having  borne  nineteen-twentieths  of 
the  expence  of  getting  the  bufinefs  of  the  Amend- 
ment through  parliament;  comprehending, 

1.  The  exemption  of  unmixed  drugs  from  a (lamp 
duty. 

2.  T he  taking  the  bufinefs  of  profecution  out  of 
the  hands  of  common  informers,  and  confining  it  to 
the  Stamp-office  and  Attorney-general. 

o The  obliging  the  informer  to  bring  his  adlion 
in  three  months  inftead  of  fix  months.

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4.  The  allowing  the  magiftrate  to  mitigate  the 
penalty  to  one  fourth  inftead  of  one  half ; and, 

5 The  exclufion  of  all  articles  from  the  fchedule, 
indefinitely  exprefled,  and  which  would,  by  being 
retained,  endanger  the  pradtice  of  the  regular  medi- 
cal pradtitioner. 

The  druggifts,  however,  ftill  labour  under  fome 

hardlhips  and  inconveniences : In  compliance  with 

* 

the  wifhes  and  inftrudtions  of  their  conftituents,  'the 
committee  effayed  for  a total  repeal. — Had  the  drug- 
gifts,  been  lefs  intent  on  obtaining  this,  and  teftified 
a greater  readinefs  to  give  afliftance  to  minifters  in 
framing  an  amelioration  of  the  adt,  the  few  excep- 
tionable parts  of  the  adt,  which  ftill  remain,  would 
have  been  done  away. 

It  would  be  injuftice  to  conclude  this  paper,  with- 
out paying  a tribute  of  thanks  to  thofe  Gentlemen, 
to  whom,  in  the  courfe  of  the  bufinefs,  it  wras  necef- 
fary  to  make  application. 

The  Commiflioners  of  the  Stamp-office  were  eafily 
acceffible,  and  their  deportment  towards  thofe  who 
applied  to  them  was  marked  by  that  liberality  which 
charadterizes  the  gentleman.

3.  Duties  to  be  paid  by  the  owners  and  proprietors,  or 
makers  and  compounders,  or  original  and  firft  vendors  of 
preparations  fubjeeft  to  the  duty  ; and  (hall  be  charged  upon, 
and  paid,  before  the  fame  (hall  be  delivered  out  cf  the  cus-

To  remedy  thefc  incongruities,  and  to  relieve  the  regular 
praftitioners  in  pharmacy,  in  fome  meafure,  from  the  heavy 
pains,  penalties,  and  dangers  which  they  were  liable  to  by 
this  aft  of  42  Geo.  3.  ( 1802)  the  aft  of  43  Geo  3.  to 
amend  the  aft  42  Geo.
